“The reestablishment of German 
productivity is the starting point of 
European prosperity.” 

This is to be attempted ‘“‘by prac- 
tical men free from political pres- 
sure, who will not consider the polit- 
ical effect of this or that act of 
common sense; men who will dis- 
regard those foul and carrion-loving 
vultures, the nationalistic dem- 
agogues of all countries who would 
exploit their pitiful personalities out 
of the common misfortune.”

Not since 1868 has Manhattan en- 
tertained a major political party for 
the nomination of candidates and the 
adoption of a platform. 

The democratic disaster of 1868, 
with Horatio Seymour as the candi- 


}date, may have had something to do 


with the avoidance of New York by 
that party, and possibly by the repub- 
lican party as well. 

Perhaps the “taint of plutocracy”’ 
may have been a factor. 

However that may be, the great 
city has gone begging every four 
years until now. It has not so vig- 
orously sought the convention hereto- 
fore as it has just done with success. 
Its efforts have been half-hearted. 
This time it went to it and won, with 
a big money offer and with certain 
allurements that scored the victory. 

Beginning with 1868 and including 
1920 there have been twenty-eight 
major party conventions. 

Twelve of these have been held in 
Chicago, six by the republicans and 
three by the democrats. Five have 
been held in St. Louis, one by the 
republicans and four by the democrats. 
Two have been held in Cincinnati, 
one by each party; two in Baltimore, 
both by the democrats, and two in 
Philadelphia, both by the republicans, 

The republicans have held one con- 
vention in Minneapolis and the demo- 
crats one in New York, one in Denver 
and one in San Francisco. 

he democrats have “visited aroNnd”’ 
more than the republicans, having met 
in nine different cities in fifty-two 
years, while the republicans have 
visited only five cities in the same 
period. Including the convention of 
next June the republicans will have 
visited six cities and the democrats 
nine. 

The choice of Cleveland by the re- 
publicans means a departure from 
Chicago after five successive conven- 
tions there. 

Next June will find Chicago, for 
the first time in twenty-four years, 
without one of the big parties “in its 
midst,”’ 

In the whole stretch of fifty-six 
years to date this will be only the 
fourth convention year that one of 


the two big parties has not met there.

Deductions for taxes form a consid- 
erable item in the returns of many 
taxpayers. Such items include taxes 
on personal property and real estate, 
whether business or residential: Taxes 
assessed against local benefits, such as 
strect paving or drainage, which tend 
to increase the value of the property 
assessed, are not deductible, since they 
are the cost of a permanent improve 
ment. 

The federal income tax tay not be 
deducted. Other federal taxes, how- 
ever, are deductible; for example, the 
special taxes of oleomargarine deal- 
ers, proprietors of theaters, pooi 
rooms, bowling alleys, customhouse 
brokers, and stockholders. Customs 
duties paid by a person on articles 
whith he imports for his own use are 
deductible. Sales taxes naii by man- 
ufacturers of automobiles, candy, 
pleasure boats, works of art, carpets, 
trunks, jewelry, etc., may pot de- 
ducted by such manufacturers, unless 
included in gross income for the year. 
A purchaser of such articles can not 
deduct the taxes as they are levied 
against the manufacturer and not the 
purchaser. 

Automobile license fees are regarded 
as taxes, and the amount thereof may 
be deducted. Admission taxes are de- 
ductible, but the taxpayer must show 
that account has been kept of the 
amount paid during the year. Mere 
guesswork will not be accepted. 


HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


STRICTLY PERSONAL, 

In endeavoring to account for the 
real or apparent increase in the prev 
alence of cardiovascular disease the 
other day (heart artery wearing out) 
I said that the chief cause of car- 
diovascular disease is of an indi- 
vidual nature and that public health 
nuthorities do not interest the in- 
dividual in his personal bygtene. In 
order to illustrate what I mean let 
me cite two recent examples of ad- 
vice offered the public by puwbli¢ 
health authorities: 

November 15, 1925, the health com- 
missioner of New York gave this ad- 
vice: 

“Commandments to mothers who 
would protect thei: children from tak- 
ing colds: 

“Beware of damp feet. 

“Shun excessive clothing. 

“Give hot baths twice a week at 
night. 

“Ventilate 
rooms, 

“Avoid drafts. 


bedrooms and _ living 


“Provide more of] and fat in soups | 


with meat base. 

“Use good plain food. 

“Let children sleep 10 hours at 
least. 

“Give children plenty of light while 
doing home work,” 

I submit that to tell people to ver- 
tilate rooms, and in the same breath 
to warn them to avoid drafts, is 
simply chin wagging and can do only 
harm, because people are willing to 
concede that ventilation is sufficient 
anyhow and they already have an 
overweening fear of drafts—which in- 
cidentally never do any harm. 

But the main fault I find with the 
New York: health cummissioner’s at- 
tempt to teach personal hygiene is in 
what he failed to say. He failed to 
say a single word about the very nub 
of the question of the communicabil- 
ity of the diseases termed “colds.” 
Not a word about muzzling coughs 
and sneezes or keeping away from 
persons who are coughing or sneez- 
ing or running at the nose. 

In April, 192%, the health com 
missioner of Buffalo issued this ad- 
vice to the public: 

“This is the weather to get colds 
bronchifis, pneumonia, influenza. 

“If you get your feet wet, take a 
hot mustard foot bath. and a_ hot 
drink which means hot wate@ as 


lemon, orange or gra juice in it, 
and goto bed. ., at : 

“In the month of March we had 
more cases of pneumonia, lobar pneu- 
monia, bronchitis and influenza _re- 
ported, with incidental deaths, than 
we had for a long, long time.” 

So be careful, don’t get your feet 
wet, if you live in Buffalo. But if 
you live beyond the immediate con- 
trol of the Buffalo health depart- 
ment, in the absence of any specific 
direction for such cases, I'd say in

your friends or associates do not 
splash in your face when they're 
sneezing, coughing or talking within 
four feet from your intake

In the January issue of “Commerce 
and Finance” there is a forecast of 
probable 1924 cotton acreage in the 
United States. This forecast confirms 
what is apparent to every observer:

resources or the credit extended to 
them will allow. This on top of the 
enormous acreage in 1923, nearly forty 
millign acres, 

Had we had anything like a normal 
growing season, even with weevil in- 
festation, the 1923 acrenge would have 
given us a crop sufficiently large to 
have smashed the price below the cost 
of production. By the general] law 
of average we are due a normal sea- 
son of growth in 1924 and what a 
normal season of growth and yield on 
forty million acres will do to both 
farmer and business interests is not 
pleasant to contemplate. 

The contro! of this general situation 
in Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi and 
partly so in South Carolina rests 
squarely in the hands of the banks 
and wholesale interests in our ciffes. 
In the states named the generality of 
the farmers cannot finance expanded 
or even the acreage of 1923 out of 
their own resources. They can only 
operate to the. extent that credit is 
extended to them ffoer that purpose.

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ULEOF GEN. WOOD 


Washington, January 17.—Congres- 
sional investigation of the administra- 
tion of Major General Leonard Wood, 
governor general of the Pailippines 
and of the stock transactions of his 
son, Lieutenant Usborne ©. Wovd, 
U. 5. A., was proposed in a resolution 
today by Serator Ladd, republican, 
North Dakota. 

“Governor Wood,” the resolution set 
forth, “is alleged to have aided in 
bringing about conditions that threat- 
en the failure of the Philippine Na- 
tional bank, then aving deposits 
largely coutributed by Filipinos, 
amounting to $135,000,000. 

Allegations Against Wood. 

“Governor Wood, it is alleged, has 
endeavored to turn over the manuaxe- 
ment of the Manila Railrond compat) 
to the J. G. White management corpo- 
ration of New York, under conditions, 
highly detrimental to the interests of 
the Philippine government and against 
the protests of the Filipino people: 

“Governor Wood is alleged to have 
attempted to foree the sale of the 
Philippine sugar centrals against the 
protest of the Filipino peuple anda 
with having maintained sin.e October. 
192]. an autocratic direction over the 
Philippine government through offi- 
cers of the American army who have 
no iegal standing either under the 
Jones’ law or any legislative act of 
congress or the Philippine legisla- 
ture.” 

The resolution is the seeend intro- 
@uced in congress during thé present 
session calling for an _ investigation 
of Philippine affairs, Revresentative 
Freor, republican, of Wisconsin, hav- 
ing asked that the house rules com- 
mittee go into the question, but not 
on such a broad scale specified 
by Senator Ladd. 

Text of Resolution. 

Under the resolution introduced to 
day the inquiry would pe conduet- 
ed by the committee of five senators to 
be appointed Ly the president of the 
senate and a full report would be 
made to the senate. Senator Ladd 
asked that the resolution lie over 
subject to his eall. 

Specifically, the committe would 
inguire into “the truth or falsity of 
Manila cablegram sent to American 
newspapers alleging that certain sen- 
ators, representatives ana others re- 
ceived pay from the Philippine inde- 
pendence commission for espousing 
the caused of independence: 

“The actions of Generzl Wood 
relation to the Philippine govern. 
ment, its legislation, its banks, its 
railway, sugar centrals and efforte. 
if any, to exploit the islands by Amer- 
ican commercial interests and the de- 
posits of Philippine government moner 
in American banks. 

“Stock transactions of any army 
or navy officers or Other officials or 
people associated with Governor Gen. 
eral Wood; how said stock transac- 
tions were conducted and any other 
matters proper for a full report there- 
on to aid congress in preparing any 
necessary remedial legislation.”

To Ford Money 


In Florida Court 


—— 


New Orleans, January 17,—Reserv- 
ing the decision of the federal district 
court of southern Florida, the United 
States circuit court of appeals today 
ordered that the $11,000,000 damage 
suit filed by Edward H. Huff, of 
Miami, Fla., against the Ford Motor 
company, of Detroit, be remanded to 
Florida for hearing’ before a federal 
Judge instead of a jury. It was held 
that the matter in question was one 
of equity and the presence of a jury 
was not necessary, 

Huff at one time employed as a 
mechanic in the Ford plant at Detroit, 
invented a fly wheel magneto for cars 
manufactured by the company. It 


was patented in 1973 and has been! 


used since, Huff alleged. He claimed 
he was entitled to royalties on cars 
manufactured since that time. 

Counsel for the company contended 
that Huff was in the company’s em- 
ploy at the time the magneto was in- 
vented, that it was paying for his time 
and materials and that his services 
belonged to the motor company during 
his working hours. ° 

Huff claimed the company gave him 
$10,000 in January, 1908, and agreed 
fo pay a royalty of $2.50 for each 
magneto used, which was not done, he 
asserted. 

The only question before the circuit 
court of appeals was whether the case 
should be tried before a judge or a 
jury. It was brought here on appeal 
of the Ford company.
